Texas Legislative Leadership 
Far Behind Public Opinion 


Honesty begets confidence and at least one state 
egislator is concerned about a loss of public confidence 
in the Legislature. 


His concern can be appreciated in the w ake of 
the sorry mess now being brought to light— cautiously 
—in Austin. The legislative "leadership" for our state 
is sadly behind public opinion despite three successive 
attempts by Rep.

Worst, the most-recent session of the State 
Senate literally laughed such a proposal off the floor. 
Senator W illiam H. Shireman of Corpus Christi was 
author of that bit of w hat his colleagues considered 
high comedy. 


So there should be no tears for state officials, 
whose fee-grabbing instincts lead them to public em ­ 
barrassment. 


Certainly, nobody would ask a man to serve the 
public without reward and, certainly, legislative service 
of itself is underpaid. Proper fees and proper service to 
one s constituents is right. Accepting fees for work 
asrectly connected with legislation under consideration 
by the fee-takers themselves, however, is a rank vio­ 
lation of every moral code in existence, however legal 
it may be. There is strong reason to suspect— until the 
unlikely disclosure is made that it isn't so— that out­ 
right purchasing of legislative votes has come about 
in Austin. 
We can hope that Rep. J. O. G illham ’s fear that 
a 
lot ot good men are going to be defeated this year 
is unfounded. But w e can fervently hope that a lot of 
not-so-good men are voted out of office.

as their tem porary dwellings, but 
a cornerstone for a C a t h o l i c 
church was laid within ten days 
of the pioneers’ arrival, Bishop 
Odin journeying from Galveston 
to consecrate the edifice. Olm- 
stead, a trav eler who visited the 
settlem ents in 1857, noted that 
most of the people were “ rigid 
Catholics, the priest instructing 
the children” . Amongst the first 
Castro em igrants 
we 
find the 
nam e of Abbe M enitrier. The re­ 
ligious feeling prevailed in the 
three-faith group, the Protestants 
having built their own Church 
soon after Bishop Odin’s visit, 
and Castro him self being given to 
f r e q u e n t and rigorous H e - 
brew m inistrations and s a c r e d 
usages as indicated in our open­ 
ing paragraph. 
O ther settlers cam e in t h e 
wake of the advance party, and 
the first Indian attack disturbed 
the travelers and saddened their 
hitherto glad hearts. Forty miles 
below San Antonio, a band of In­ 
dians surprised the re a r of the 
em igrant’s train, burning a wag­ 
on and killing a young French 
lad. The driver of the wagon was 
an A m erican used to such frol­ 
ics. He repaired to the bushes 
quickly, and his rifle did 
some 
deadly work among the redskins, 
who finally fled leaving on the 
field a few of their sm itten com ­ 
rades alone with the head of the 
u n l u c k y Frenchm an hideous, 
ly nailed to a tree. A contem ­ 
porary wondered in his chroni­ 
cle: “ In the burnt wagon was a 
trunk containing a considerable 
am ount of gold and silver. In the 
ashes the silver was found m elt­ 
ed—the gold only blackened.” 
The frontier conditions p r e ­ 
dom inated for a long tim e a f7 r 
the colonists had settled on their 
new lands. Descendants of the 
original fam ilies wrote that they 
lived practically hem m ed in by 
Indians on all the sides. 
“ I re­ 
m em ber Indians coming to our 
little burg with venison and bear 
m eat and 
honey 
to 
trad e for j 
bread, whiskey a n d tobacco,” 1 
says one. “ Principal trading was i 
done with Indians and Mexicans. : 
Money was very scarce and trad ­ 
ing was d o n e by exchanging 
goods for buffalo robes, fur, gold 
and silver which the Indians and 
Mexicans brought in,” says an­ 
other. “ F ath er dressed the hides, 
tanned them with live-oak and 
mesquite bark; m other m ade the 
shoes and also hats of c o o n 
skins, spinned the wool clipped 
from our flocks,” testifies an­ 
other. 
The California gold rush of ’49 
claim ed its fans in this colony 
too, as well as in all other por­ 
tions of the world. A num ber of 
C astro’s sons left for the coast, 
but soon 
returned, with som e 
nuggets and others with injuries 
and heartaches. 
By 1856, the town of Castroville 
boasted of two churches, Catholic 
and Protestant, three large stores 
and a few sm all ones, a grist 
mill, and, necessarily, a brew ­ 
ery.' Olm stead, under the next 
year, entered in his travel journ­ 
al: “ The cottages are scattered 
prettily—the whole aspect being 
as far from Texas as possible” . 
In other Castro towns he m ar­ 
velled at the picturesque houses, 
high-gabled, thatch-roofed, dorm ­ 
er-windowed, 
white-washed, 
ar­ 
tistically placed in the shade of 
large liveoaks. He was som ewhat 
am used by the fact that the vil­ 
lagers w ere proud to call them - 
s e l v e s G erm ans though they 
spoke French or at best a m ix­ 
ture of French and G erm an. 
Olmsted found Henry Castro 
still living with his colonists. He 
was still their parent and bene­ 
factor. From another source we 
learn that C astro was a m an of 
large 
m e a n s and 
had 
sunk 
$150,000 of his own money into 
the enterprise. He fed his charges 
their first year in Texas, also 
supplied them with farm im ple­ 
m ents, seeds, 
medicine, 
milch 
cows and m any other necessities 
and com forts. Each colonist also 
received a town lot and a piece 
of outlying land as a farm . In re­ 
turn for these “ blessings hitherto 
unknown in the colonization of 
T exas” , he was to receive 
a 
quantity of land equal to one-half 
of the whole taken by the colo­ 
nists, to be located in alternate 
s e c t i o n s, with the state’s re­ 
serve” . 
Lorenzo Castro in the 
preface to his book on Mexico, 
wrote in 
1882 that his 
father, 
“for services rendered to the Re­ 
public of Texas in early days re­ 
ceived grants of land in Texas, 
one of them comprising the coun- j 
tv of Medina, and p a # of Bexar. 
Bandera. Uvalde, Frio, Zavala 
and McMullen” . 
But Castro was still restless “ ROZEN 
ami not contented with his own ~ 
• 
and his charges’ prosperity. 
In J © T C tl 
18T1, when the first suns of the 
Civil War had sounded, he un­ 
dertook a journey to France, Tex­ 
an historians say that C a s t r o 
s i m p l y wanted to re-visit th(> land 
.if his birth and “ The graves of 
his fam ily” , but 
when 
we 
re­ 
m em ber C astro’s carlv activities 
in France in behalf of th** Arn*ri 
can South and his whilom friend­ 
s h i p to L am ar, Houston, Jones 
and other political figures of Tex­ 
as. we begin to sense a deep 
er and m ore political reason. In 
his 75th y ear his spirit w as re­ 
kindled with tile memories of Ins 


part in Nepolenic trips and his di­ 
plom atic 
encounters 
with 
t h e 
m inisters of Louis Philippe. 


The ports were closed, and Cas­ 
tro chose his way via Mexico. He 
reached M onterrey, but there he 
took to bed and never rose again. 
He was buried rn Mexican soil 
and the 
news of 
his d e a t h 
grieved 
his 
friends 
in 
Texas. 
Southern statesm en and planters 
rem em bered 
him 
kindly 
as 
a 
highborn gentlem an and an able 
scholar, a Napoleonite and an A- 
m erican dem ocrat—a good Em- 
presario who risked his life and 
fortune but won his g reat pioneer­ 
ing gam ble. His colonists rem em ­ 
bered him 
as 
an 
adventurous 
and 
m agnanim ous 
Moses, who 
used them to get the land of 
milk and honey for him self, yet 
saw to it that thpv. his pawns, 
had partaken, too, of the Texas 
blessings freely and fully. The 
n e w s of his dem ise saddened 
many a brow. 


But not for long. A new gener­ 
ation was growing up. New pur­ 
suits opened 
them selves to the 
Am erican sons of C astro’s Alsa­ 
tians and Rhinelanders. New he­ 
roes sprang up to be revered 
and rem em bered. As early as in 
1856, cattle-raising began to be 
one of the leading occupations of 
the Castrom en, At first a ready 
m arket for beef and horses was 
found in the m ilitary posts to the 
west. 
But l a t e r the fam ous 
“ Chisolm T rail” to N orth-East­ 
ern points was established, and 
the colonists astride their sure­ 
footed 
ponies, drove their im ­ 
mense herds for days and weeks 
on the stretch to the thrilling ad­ 
ventures and handsom e profits. 
Soon the original C astro stock 
disappeared in the m elting pot of I reading.” 


Panhandle, mixing with the new 
Irish, British, Mexican and A- 
m erican com ers and their off­ 
spring. Yet for a long lim e the 
nam es of such celebrated cow­ 
boys as Billy K rem kau, X avier 
Wantz and others could be traced 
to the roll-calls of C astro’s. Yet 
even now, a student of Southwest­ 
ern history can trace some of 
the cow-country’s prosperity to 
the energy of the ha lf-forgotten 
“ kind and liberal fath er” of Jew ­ 
ish blood.
